The 
surface is designed with a porous outer layer (lb) intended, 
on the one hand, to promote integration between the surface 
and the soft tissue, and, on the other hand, to counteract 
penetration of organisms that cause inflammation, so as to 
ensure integration (se abstract) . D2 also shows an implant 
according to claim 1 (see part 13, figures 2-3) . 

The implant according to claim 1 therefore is known from Dl 
and D2. Consequently, the invention defined in claim 1 lacks 
novelty and inventive step. 

The arrangements according to claims 2-10 are also previous 
known from Dl or D2. Consequently, claims 2-10 also lack 
novelty and inventive step.
